Our Indian AGairs. 


There is @ good supply of grass on the 
Plains, and reports of Indian outrages are 
being constantly received. This general 
statement of the condition of Indian affairs 
could safely be stereotyped for use every 
Summer, so long as our present policy with 
regard to them continues. Rep, CLoup and 
Srotrep Tati have visited the Great Father 
at Washington, and after ‘having been fBted 
and lionized and loaded with presenta, have 
been sent home; but they are not satisfied, 
ands ‘sot privtenh to be able to control thelr 
i goca Our Quaker Indian Agents have 

proved scarcely. more successful with their 
dusky charges than their lees peaceful prede- 
ceasors.' ° They. have © dispensed ‘a large 
number-of rations, but report says that all 
the Indians, fed “are superannuated old 
nen, squaws and ailing’ children.” The 
chiefs seldom visit the agency, disdain to 
accept of the rations, and prefer to liye by 
hunting. If while on their expeditions they 
meet a poorly protected train or an isolated 
party, they attack and plunder it as a matter 
of course, escaping if pursued, because their 
ponies are far superior, for such service, to 
the horses of our cavalry. 

Another band of Sioux are now on a visit: 
to Washington, but nothing important or 
decisive is likely to result from their pres- 
ence there. The very dispatch which an- 
nounced their arrival says that Mr. Tatum 
apprehends a raid into Texas on the part of 
the Comanches, Kiowas, Cheyennes and 


| Apaches. The Arapahoes and Northern Chey- 


ennes are also reported to be about starting 
on the war-path, and Rep CLoup is said to 
be collecting his tribe for no peaceable pur- 
pose. Although many of the reports. of 
outrages which reach us come from. parties 
who.are interested in exciting. alarms 
of Indian hostilities, it is very evident, that 
the red-skins are uneasy, and that it would 
take very little to precipitate a general In- 
dian war. Ifsuch.an event should occur it 
would not be an’ unmitigated’ ‘evil, for it 
would most probably result in keeping the. 
-hostale tribes af peace with us for many. 
‘years to come. Gen. Harney madehisname 
a terror to the Indians before the war, end 
became thereby a promoter of peace when- 
“ever he appeared. among them.

Monthly describes afresh, and no doubt with 
minute accuracy, @ chain’ of events which 
for ghastly .horror_are probably without 
equal in authentic records.

‘Married Women’s Property in Grea 
Britain. 

The law in Great Britain in reference to 
the property of married women has long 
been condemned as cruel and unjust. The 
idea upon which it is really based is that a 
wife isa mere chattel; having no right of 
possession over property of any description 
which she may have acquired—not even to 
the wages she may earn for her own sup- 
port, in the absence of proper provision made 
for her by her husband. The amount of 
misery this system has entailed upon women 
and children can hardly be estimated. 
There are, said Mr. GURNEY. recently, eight 
hundred thousand married women in En- 
gland who earn their. own subsistence ; and 
he might have added that a large proportion 
of these also keep the idle or drunken hus- 
bands to whom they have bound themselves. 
In many, instances, the small dowry given by 
a father to his daughter is swept away by
